TO END LIEE

AMBITIOUS ROUMANIAN. 



Had Studied for Six Yean to Pre- 
pare Himself to Enter 
Profession. 



One of the saddest tragedies that 
ha» ever been enacted In the history 
of Mcttlll took place on Sunday, when 
Maxwell Markus. of Dentistry '1», 
committed suicide at his home at 2369 
t'larke St. Murkus is said to have 
been despondent from repeated un- 
successful attempts to pass one of the 
examinations in the first years of his 
course. He has been at McOtll for 
three years, and had been fairly suc- 
successful attempts to pass one of the 
the one which has provesl unsurmount- 
able at his every attempt to pass It. 

Markus was a Roumanian by birth, 
and came to Canada at the age of 16 
with his sister und brother, with 
whom he lived up to the time of his 
death. When he arrived In this coun- 
try, he could not read or write, and 
had very little education of any kind. 
He went to work In one of the fac- 
tories about Montreal, and worked 
there six years. 

During the six yeaYs that he spent 
In the shops, he worked incessantly 
to try to make up for the deficien- 
cies in his earlier education, and 
stayed up far Into the night to study 
his books. It was at the end of this 
period in his life that he met several 
college men, who advised him strong- 
ly to try to get u college education. 
Being exceedingly ambitious, and of a 
studious nature, as his night work 
would show, he considered this pro- 
position very favorably. He studied 
hard and tried the examinations of 
the College of Dental SurgeonH for 
the Province of Quebec, the next year. 
Due largely to his lack of previous 
education, he was unable to get the 
required grade for entrance into Mc- 
|CJill. In 1813, he tried again, and once 
more his efforts met with failure. 

In 1914, however, he passed the ex- 
aminations of the College ,and ma- 
triculated Into McUill in the fall of 
that year. 

He only stayed about the University 
for a few weeks, as he realized that 
his knowledge of Physics wub not suf- 
ficient, und decided to stay out for a 
year, and gain a better grounding In 
that subject. In 1915, he again re- 
gistered In Dentistry. This time, his 
stay at McCtlll was somewhat longer 
than the previous one, and, as the 
studies progressed, he again realized 
that he would be unable to make the 
grade. This year, he came back for 
the last time. It was as a result of 
his first examination, which was a 
failure, that he ended his life on 
Sunday. 

After the results of the examina- 
tion were announced last week, he 
was seen to be very despondent, but 
his classmntes did not think (hat he 
contemplated any such act ns that 
which brought his uphill career to 
such an untimely end. He was seen 
at lectures for the rest of the week, 
and attended the C. O. T. C. drill 
on Saturday. At that time, nothing 
strange appeared in his actions. 

On several occasions during the last 
few days he ^,is been attacked by fits 
of despondency. It was evident that 
he had made a very Ingenious ar- 
rangement to end his life. For the 
last four or five days he had made 
every effort to get his relatives to go 
out In the evening, supposedly to have 
an opportunity to carry out his plans. 
It was not until Sunday night that 
he had the looked -for opportunity. His 
family went nut to a parly In the 
evening at eight o'clock, and did not 
return until twelve. On entering his 
room, they found him unconscious 
from the effects of gas poisoning. He 
had rigged up an attachment to the 
gas range In the kitchen, and led the 
hose Into his room. There were elec- 
tric lights In his room, and so he had 
to resort to this method to do. awav 
with himself. In order to Insure him- 
self against discovery, he had filled 
all the door and window cracks with 
putty to prevent the escape of the 
gas. 

When the body was discovered, two 
doctors were railed, but these were 
unable to do anything for him, and 
nfter two and a half hours were spent 
In trying to resuscitate him. his case 
was given up. 

When his room was visited by n 
Daily reporter last night, evidences of 
his labors in the acquisition of nn 
education were at every hand. There 
were no less than five hundred pages 
of notes on Physics, besides notes on 
other subjects. Rvery available nook 
was filled with books of an educa- 
tional nature. 

Markus was very well liked by his 
classmates, for. while he made very 
little effort to cultivate the friendship 
of the men, he was nevertheless very 
companionable when approached. 

Besides his studies at MrCIII. Mar- 
kus was in partnership with a bro- 
ther In a flourishing grocery busi- 
ness. He is survived by a sister and 
a brother, ootli living at the same ad- 
dress.

After eighteen months overseas ana 
eight months on gctive service with 
the Mediterranean Expeditionary 
Force of the British Army, 2nd Lieut. 
h. M. l*o, Sol, '16,' of the Royal Field 
Artillery, has returned to Montreal on 
sick leave, and is at his home in West- 
mount. In conversation with McGill 
Dally yesterday, 2nd Lieut. Leo told 
of the numerous McGill men whom he 
had met overseas, and of the good 
work which they were doing. 2n<S 
Lieut. Leo was a member of the Mc- 
Gtll contingent, C.O.T.C., when he 
went to England at the close of the 
spring training camp at Niagara In 
1916, and secured ti commission in 
the Royal Field Artillery. Latterly he 
has been specialising In range-finding, 
being stutloned with the British gune 
on the Macedonian front, where he 
stated the Allies were making slow 
but steady prograss. 

In Norwich. England, 2nd Lieut. Leo 
met Capt. W. K. O. Murray, Arts '18, 
of the Royal Flying Corps, McGIrt 
Rhodes Scholar, who has been in .•» 
couple of smashes In the air, and who 
mentioned the fact that all the other 
men with whom he had been associat- 
ed in the Royal Flying Corps early in 
tlie war had lost their lives. In Bgypt 
2nd. Lieut. Leo was entertained by 
Dr. L. B. Wllmot, Med. '01. who is now 
the leading bacteriologist In Kgypt, 
and Is doing «tremely useful work 
in combatting dysentry and typhoid. 
He also met Col. B, .1. Williams, Med, 
'97, who commands No. 1 Canadian 
Stationary Hospital, Lieut. Henry O. 
Routledge, past student, now wllh the 
Royal Engineers: Major Gerald Rlrks, 
Major (Rev. Canon) F. O. Scott, chief 
chaplain of the First Canadian Divi- 
sion, and many others. 

Speaking of the recruiting situation 
in Canada. 2nd Lieut. Leo said: "It 
is very strange that in Montreal it 
does not seem as If there Is asy war 
at nil, with the exception of the ac- 
tivities around McGill, after having 
left a country where everybody, men 
and women, are affected. Montreal, 
with its detached air, strikes one as 
being the Bame as England was seven 
or eight months after the war start- 
ed. I hope that my next visit win 
find Canada possessing the same feel- 
ing as McGill has at present. The 
sooner we get all available and elig- 
ible men over, the sooner will the 
war be over." 

2nd Lieut. Leo added that the Can- 
adian soldiers overseas have at pres- 
ent discipline second to none.

The trying and difficult position in 
which Italy was placed when war was 
declared, by reason of her alliance 
with Germany and Austria, and the 
steps which led up to the decision to 
throw in her lot with the Entente Al- 
lies were reviewed by Dr. C. W. 
Colby in his lecture on "Italy on the 
Brink," in the "Europe at War" ser- 
ies at the Royal Victoria College yes- 
terday afternoon. Italy could easily 
have profitted by an alliance with the 
Central Powers, into which they ha* 
entered through belief that It was i 
league of peace which they were Join 
ing. Without striking a blow. the 
Italians could have secured from Aus- 
tria the district of Trent, oi "at least 
a promise of the district of Trent." 
but they had discovered from the 
events of recent years that the ob- 
ject -of Germany and Austria was no 
longer peace, and accordingly they 
decided that they could no longer re- 
tain their position in the alliance, 

Why Italy acted us she did. first 
in Joining the Triple Alliance! sec- 
ondly in leaving it. and thirdly in 
Identifying herself with BnglanS, 
France and Russia was. Dr. Çolb) 
stated, the purpose of the lecture. 
When the war of Italian Independence 
was being waged by favour. Garibal- 
di, and Victor Emmanuel against Aus- 
tria chiefly, England and France were 
the best friends of the Italian cause 
to be found In Europe, and the friendly 
relations existing between England 
and Italy date from this period. H 
was through the help of Napoleon lit. 
that Victor Emmanuel was enabled to 
drive the Auslrians from I.ombardy, 
and' England . also helped in no un- 
certain manner. For the services Ot 
France, however. Napoleon annexed 
Savoy und Nice, whereas England 
sought no revvanl for her contribution. 
The action of the French caused a feel- 
ing in Italy that any obligation on the 
part of the country to France WO!« 

discharged by the cession of the ter- 
ritory which had been annexed. Win n 
the kingdom of Italy was created In 
1860. a strong bond of sentiment ex- 
isted between England and Italy, and 
thlB has not since weakened, u not- 
able example being the attitude taken 
by the Italians at the time of the Boer 
War. when the Italian nation was : 
alone willing to credit Great Britain 
with good motives in its South Afrl 
can policy. Furthermore, as Dr. 
Colby pointed out. Italy could never I 
have allied herself wtlh Germany and 
Austria without the consent of lh* 
BritlBh, who could have used the 
power of their navy to bring about n 
different result. 

When the Triple Alliance was form- | 
ed In I RR2. Fiance and England had 
fallen out over Egypt, while Francs 
and Italv were at loggerheads over 
Tunis. It was thus only natural thai 
Italy should decide to Join the Central 

rowers, and also only natural hal 

England should offer no objection In 
such an alliance. 

Even before it was known that Eng- 
land would enter the war, Italy bad 
advised the Central Powers of her re- 
fusal to mobilize on (heir side, She 
thus declared for neutrality, which 
was later changed to alliance With the 
Entente largely through the action m 
England in Joining hands with Prance 
and Russia against Germany anil Aus- 
tria Signs of a swinging towards the 
Entente by Hn'v nrp evident as early 
as 190.1 when Germany attempted to 
coerce France in regard to the Mor- 
occan mwstlon. Whci a vote was tak- 
,„ at the Aigeciras Conference with 
regard to this difficulty, il was found 
that the Italian representatives had 
sided with England mid France against 

th e Central Towers -"a very striking 
svmptom." The reconciliation or 
France and Italy after the Auad.r 
crisis of 1911 was another significant , 
ptgp, the Italian war against Turkey 
being the first plain Sign ol trouble 
inside the Triple Alliance. Tripoli and 
the First Balkan war created a con- 
dition which made it Impossible for 
the Italians to keep their place in Hie 
Triple Alliance with any degree of en- 
thusiasm. The desire to be on (he 
side of England and France, und the 
retention of Tripoli were strong fac- 
tors In the decision of the Italians to 
Join With the Entente in the present 
struggle, but the more positive force 
which drove her towards the war was 
a desire to establish a hold on the 
f,„ 8 t cm st of the Adriatic, and lo be 
in line for the establishment of a new 
Colony in Asia Minor. Dr. Colby con- 
cluded bis lecture with a review of 
Irrendentlsm, the Adriatic situation, 
and Italy's aspirations with regard to 
Asia Minor.

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McGILL S GLORIOUS SON. 

Yesterday, Sir Wilfrid Laurier, Law '64, celebrated his seventy- 
fifth birthday, spending the day quietly at home, where he received 
literally hundreds of telegrams and messages of congratulations. 
Bom at Saint Lin in 1841, he was educated at Assomption College, 
and after graduating from there took up the study of Law in the 
offices of Mr. Laflamme, of this city, at the same time following the 
Lectures at McGill lie graduated from McGill with the degree of 
B.C.L., in 1S64, and was called to the Bar of the Province of Que- 
bec iu the summer of the same year. 

Two years later Sir Wilfrid left Montreal for Arthabaska, where 
he worked as a journalist on Eric Dorion's paper "Le Défricheur." 
Five years later he was returned a member of the Quebec Legislature 
for the electoral district of Drummoud- Arthabaska. From this time 
on he was a prominent figure in political life, becoming chief of the 
Liberal Party in 1887, and Prime Minister in 1806, which office he 
held till 1911, when his party was defeated at the polls. 

McGill honoured her glorious son with the degree of LL.D„ in 
1898. Similar degrees were conferred upon him by the Universities 
of Toronto, Cambridge, Oxford, Queen's, Edinburgh, Laval and 
Glasgow. It would be next to impossible to give a full account of his 
career in public life unless we had unlimited space at our disposal. 
A condensed and abbreviated account of his life occupies three 
columns in Morgan's "Canadian Men and Women of the Time," 
speaking eloquently of the. recognition of his service to our national 
life. He prepared himself for his life work from the very first, A 
a student "wise, modest, studious and sober," as Senator L. O. 
David describes him, he spent his spare moments in studying litera- 
ture and the art of public speaking, taking a most active interest in 
the literary and economic clubs at the University. 

Andrew Carnegie has declared him to be "One of the five great- 
est men living to-day." That was in 1912, and holds even to-day. T. 
P. O'Connor says, "The best description I ever heard of Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier was given me by a very interesting Canadian personality, Sir 
George Ross, who was for many years Prime Minister of the Prov- 
ince of Ontario. 'Sir Wilfrid Laurier,' said this dour, gnarled, kind- 
ly, shrewd old Scotch Canadian, 'is a whole picture gallery in him- 
Belf.' This praise— which I will always remember as witty and pic- 
turesque — gives you some idea of the impression which the appear- 
ance of Sir Wilfrid Laurier makes upon you." The late Goldwin 
Smith described him, iu three short phrases, as, "An affable gentle- 
man; a pleasing orator; a thorough opportunist." 

McGill is proud of her long list of distinguished graduates who 
have gone forth from her walls, but it can be safely said that of 
none is she more proud than Sir Wilfrid Laurier, who, rising from 
humble circumstances, has brought honour to himself, his Alma 
Mater, and the land of his birth. 

McGill Daily takes this opportunity of extending hearty felici- 
tations to Sir Wilfrid, expressing the hope that he may see many 
more years of what has been a glorious and eventful life.

The course Includes a thorough ground- 
ing In Mathematics, Civil Engineering, 
Surveying, Physics, Chemistry, French 
and English. 

The strict discipline maintained at the 
College Is one of tho most valuable fea- 
tures of the course, and In addition, the 
constant practice of gymnastics, drills and 
outdoor exercises of all kinds, ensures 
health and excellent physical condition. 

Commissions In all branches of the Im- 
perial service and Canadian Permanent 
Force are offered annually. 

The diploma of graduation Is consider- 
ed by the authorities conducting the ex- 
amination for Dominion Land Surveyor 
to be equivalent to a university degree, 
and by the Regulations of the Law So- 
ciety of Ontario, It obtains the sams ex- 
emptions as a B.A. degree. 

The length of the course Is three years

TOO MANY AGRICULTURAL 
GRADUATES? 

This statement. In the affirmative 
form, has been put forth quite fre- 
] quenlly of late, by some who foresee 
: trouble ahead when the "five Cana- 
dian Agricultural Colleges" get into 
I full swine, and turn out their annual 
quota of graduates. They fear a sur- 
plus of experts when conditions be- 
come normal again, after the war. 

l'rof. Lochhead, of Macdonald Col- 
lege. In an article which appeared re- 
, cenlly In the Journal of Agriculture 
, and Horticulture, sums up the situa- 
tion rather accurately, and makes It 
clear that euch a situation does not, 
,and cun not exist. He saya: 
j "We confess that such a possible 
condition does not trouble us. The 
congestion. If tt occur* will raring 
|wttH It Its own remedy. Some of the 
graduates will undoubtedly go back 
to the farm, and some will go into oth- 
er lines of work. The presence of 
graduates of agricultural colleges in 
other professions will in the long run 
work out for the promotion of agri- 
culture. At the present time the pro- 
fessional and business men of the 
country do not take sufficient Inter- 
est In agriculture, mainly, we believe, 
because they do not understand the 
real statun of agriculture and the 
problems of the farmer. We would 
like to see the day when more of our 
legislators are agricultural college 
graduates, for greater support would 
then be given to matters relating to 
progressive agricultural legislation. 

We believe, too. that after the war 
more graduates will he required, for 
I the war has taught us a lesson an to 
the value of experts. Fifteen years 
ugo what prophet predicted the em- 
ployment of hundreds of graduates as 
County Representatives? And this 
work Is yet In Its infancy. Perhaps ev- 
ery township will have Us graduate; 
who knows? 

In addition, every branch of agri- 
culture will have its research gradu- 
ates working on problems which re- 
quire solution. Thia field of work is 
wide and pressing, but the workers 
are few. Our farmers must be taught 
to fnrm Intensively hy the application 
of new methods. Moreover, the eco- 
nomics of agriculture hns scarcely 
been touched, yet here lies a most 
promising line of work for scores of 
trained graduates. 

1 The day Is coming, we think, when 
there will be two kinds of agricul- 
tural schools In Canada — one prepar- 
ing young men and women for return 
to the farms, by courses very like 
those offered In the present two-year 
courses: the other preparing gradu- 
ate experts for research work, coun- 
ty representatives, teachers, etc. Per- 
haps every county will have one of the 
former, and every province one of 
the latter."

Allow me to say, in all good faith, 
t'nt you are doing an Injustice to 
yourself and you are wasting the time 
and attention of your audience, when 
you have "the nerve" to mount the 
platform in the Assembly Hall and 
give a recitation upon which you have 
spent a meagre few hours — In some 
cases less — distributed over ten to two 
days. You simply cannot do It, that's 
all. Your whole belated attempt is a 
pathetic farce. Do not think you 
"know it all," Just because you hap- 
pened to win a prize. You see, there 
was no competition. The remedy is 
the Year Debating Society. The Year 
Debating Society Is your opportunity. 
Make the best of your opportunity. 
Use tho Year Debating Societies as 
stepping; stones to a worthy ideal — a 
fluent and a capable speaker. Your 
profession demands it of you.

NEWS FROM THE FRONT. 

Lance-Corp. A. R. Milne, of the P. 
P. C. L. I., writes a very newsy let- 
ter from the trenches, giving Interest- 
ing details of many of the Mac. boys 
on active service. Milne was a mem 
bur of Agr. '17, and Joined the 1st Uni- 
versities Overseas Co. in the spring of 
1915. The letter was received by Dr. 
F. C. Harrison, and reads thus: 

"It Is with sincere sorrow and re- 
gret that I write to tell you of Sergt. 
McCormick'a death. Perhaps you may 
have heard of it already, but I thought 
a word or two would not be out of 
place, and would let his old friends at 
the College know that he died like a 
good soldier and a hero — doing his 
duty on the field of battle. It was 
on September lf.th. while our bat- 
talion was advancing to the attack 
through a heavy German artillery 
barrute, that McCormick received the 
wt-unds which caused his death. A 
big shell landed amongst the men, 
killing some and wounding several. 
McCormick was badly cut about the 
thighs and trunk, I understand, and 
though the stretcher-bearers dressed 
him and got him out right away, he 
had very little chance, and word has 
since been received that he died in 
one of the hospitals. 

I am sure that all McCormlck's 
friends, both among the Faculty and

From an elocutionary standpoint, 
the ladles did excellent work, and 
showed a surprising superiority. Com- 
paratively speaking, the men were 
mrre beginners, hardly evincing an 
appreciation of the most elementary 
principles of the art of Elocution. 

The reason for this appalling dearth 
of appreciation on the part of the 
men, generally speaking, may be at- 
tributed to three causes, lack of fa- 
vourable opportunity, woeful Indiffer- 
ence, and last, but not least, the en- 
tire absence of elocutionary practice In 
the Year Debating Societies. The 
Macdonald College Literary and De- 
bating Society plays an unquestion- 
ably Important role in the perfect de- 
velopment of college life, and is one of 
the activities outside of the lecture- 
room and the laboratory, which is es- 
sentially complimentary to our techni- 
cal studies. The Inter-year Debates, I 
am extremely glad to say, have al- 
ways been of the very highest order, 
but we must not confuse Debating 
with Elocution. In our case, both De- 
bating and Elocution serve as a 
means to end, namely, "Good Speak- 
ing." 

By the art of Elocution, w* try to 
develop the organs which are so es- 
srnual to the proper control of the 
voice, and the subsequent production 
of a rich and pleasing tone. A beau- 
tiful voice Is a priceless acquisition, 
whlrh exerts a powerful and magnetic 
influence. Hecondly. the art of IClo- 
cutlon endeavours to cultivate that 
subtlety of expression and delicacy of 
movement, whlr:h Is al] tmpnrtnnt In 
good speaking. Subtlety of expres- 
sion and delinary of movement Is to 
the art of good speaking, what a 



hear of his death. He was an excel- 
ler», soldier, who knew his duty and 
did it; and in the army, which rubs 
off corners even more than does col- 
lege life, I got to know htm better 
than I ever did before, and to have a 
better appreciation of his good quali- 
ties. He is only one of the good fel- 
lowp who have given up their lives 
while doing that which they knew to 
be their duty, and Canada will miss 
his services and be the poorer for the 
Iofs. But better, I think, that he 
should lose his life, and Cannda his 
services, than that ho should have 
si Irked the duty which he saw to be 
h.s.

Pater- 
son wounded and prisoner of war, 
Kclsall, McMahon, Buckland, Fred 
Hlslop, and Bouldln (now un officer 
In the R. C. R.'s), all wounded; Brad- 
ford convalescing In England; Hpend- 
love in a convalescent home on ac- 
count of his eyes; Flood commission- 
ed In an Imperial regiment; MacFar- 
lane back In Canada with a commis- 
sion; Brunt In No. 1 Can. Gen. Hos- 
pital; Ashby In Bde. M. G. Transport, 
Brighton, now on Brigade, and Jones 
(who has Just returned) out here with 
mo In the battalion, and Bailey, in the 
Engineers, But reinforcements from 
the Colloge have arrived, and gone in 
part again. Dick Hlslop is still on 
deck; Scotty Rankin Is much in evi- 
dence as a runner, ami Skinner has 
not yet managed to connect with sny 
form of German fright fulness. For 
myself, I am still well, and with a 
whole skin, which Is very lucky after 
being In France for fifteen months. My 
birthday was Sept. 16th, and I spent 
it in the trenches In territory which 
had been Frlts's the day before, so 
that It will be a memorable one. 

We are back at present, and I Just 
missed seeing Drayton on his way up. 
He was enquiring about us. I have 
seen Durllng several times, and ran 
Into Huntley Gordon the other day on 
the street. A few of us also spent a 
couple of very pleasant evenings with 
Capt. (Dr.) Savage, while In Bel- 
glum.

COTTON TREES ON TEXAS 
CAMPUS. 

Among the numerous botanical cur- 
ios to be found on the campus of the 
University of Texas are the "cotton 
trees" growing near the university 
greenhouse. There are two of them, 
two gigantic cotton stalks, grown 
from South American cotton seed. 
Each is fully ten feet in height, and 
the stalk la several Inches thick In 
places. The seed was planted a year 
ngo, but due to the fact that the. trees 
were started In the greenhouse In 
pots, the growth was more or less 
stunted. Last January they bloomed, 
one having five large blossoms. The 
yield of cotton Is very small, how- 
ever, only one boll bursting, which 
is kept In the muaeum. The seeds 
are coal black, and have not the char- 
acteristic Texas fun on them, where- 
as the leaves are of the same geenral 
contour as that of the regular Texas 
cotton. However, even with Ha large 
size, the tree Is of no economic value.
